From the Duke de la Feuillade’s Camp at La Venerie 
near Turin, Auguft 28. 


HE Caftle of Veillane has furrender'd 
on Difcretion to the Detachment of our 
Troops that was fent to attack it, and 
the 230 Savoyards, who were there in 
Garrifon, were made Prifoners of War. 
The greateft part of our Horfe are fent to the 
other fide of the Po for the Convenience of For- 
rage. We continue to make great Preparations 
for the intended Siege of Turin. We have this 
Day receiv'd from Sufa a great many heavy Can- 
non, and good ftore of Powder from Chivas, The 
Artillery we have already with us confilts of 
67 Pieces of heavy Cannon, and of 32 Mortars; 
and we have moreover a prodigious este of 
Bullets, Bombs, Carcaffes, Granadoes, Powder, &c. 
Befides which we expect to morrow from Genoa 
a great Convoy of Ammunition and Provifions, that 
were brought thither by Sea from Provence. Our 
Generals oblige us to obferve fo ftriét a Difcipline, 
that no Man dares ftir out of the Camp without 
their Confent. The Peafants bring into our Camp 
Provifions in Abundance. The Fortifications of Ghi- 
vas are repairing by Order from the King ; and 
they are encreas’d with 3 new Baftions, on which 
3000 Workmen are imploy’d. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Sept. 15. 
Turin, Auguft 26. Affairs here continue in 
the fame Pofture. The Enemies Army is fill en- 
camp’d at la Venerie between the Stura and the Do- 
tia. Some Pieces of the heavy Cannon that was 
in Chivas, are arriv’d in their Camp, and ‘tis faid 
that fome others are on the Road thither ; ’tis never- 
thelefs notorious that the Enemy are lefs in condition 
to undertake any thing, than they were fome time 
ago, by reafon of the great Number of fick that 
are in their Camp, who amount to no lefs than 
qooo Men. The new Works around this City are 
ftill carry'd on, and will be finifh’d in a few Days ; 
which will put this Place in a much better State of 
Defence, than all the other Towns that have been 
hitherto attack’d: Ali the Inhabitants are refolv’d to 
defend themfelves to the very laft Extremity, in cafe 
the Enemy fhould take upon them ro.attack us ; and 
frefh Orders have been given to furnith themfelves 
with Provifions for 6 Months. One of our Parties 
has taken in the Rear of the Enemy’s Army 90 
Horfes and 200 Sheep, and has defeated a Party of 
30 Men. On the other Hand one of the Enemy’s 
Parties has carry’d off his Royal Highnefs’s Inten- 
dant at Pignerol. The Enemy have abandon’d the 
Town of Nicc, after having blown up the Fortifica- 
tions thereof. The Governour of the Caftle took 
Poffeilion of it immediately, and is repairing the 
Damage the Enemy did tothe Walls. Of the 8 Bar- 
tallions that were in the County of Nice, 5 are 
marching towards Provence, and the 3 others remain 
at Villa-Franca, Montalban and St. Autpice. 
Amfterdam, Sept. 15. They write from Turin, that 
the French lye quiet in their Camp near la Veneri¢ 


where they commit no Diforders. Several Pa(s- 
ports have been mutually given, to go trum ihe 
Town to the Camp, and from the Camp to the Lown, 
His Royal Highneis is frequenily on Husfeback, and 
omits nothing for the fatety of bis Capual City, the 
new Out-works whereof aie almoft pertected. The 
number of the Sick in the Duke We la Feuillade’s 
Camp encreafes daily. The Imperial Hudars are 
very troublefume to the Enemy by the conttance Ex- 
curfions they make, and they have brought in within 
this little while above 200 Horfes, 300 Sheep, and 
a great Number of Mules.

Milan, Sept. 5. Lhe Duke de la Fewilade has

_ Paris, Sept. 12. There is a great Number of fick 
in the Duke de la Feuillade’s Army, which has not 
yet made any Mouon: [hey have receiv'd a Kein- 
corcement of 3 Batiallions of the Regiment ot des 
Vaiffeaux, who joyn’d them from Ailfata che 26th of 
laft Month, from whence they further expect 3 Bat- 
tallions of the Dauphin’s Regiment, and che firtt Bat- 
tallion of that of Bonrbun. Detercers repos ciate 
the Duke of Savoy has made moft of che Inhabitants 
of Turin take Arms, and has compos d 8 batiauious 
of them. 

Amflerdam, September 18. By Letters from Savoy 
of the 8th Inftant we have Adzice, That the Duke 
de la Feuillade has not yet attcmpud an, thing 
againft Turin: That the Preach Army, through ihe 
Difeafes that continue very rife among che Froops 
is reduc’d to 12000 Foor. That the Duke ot Savoy 
has receeiv’d near 2000 Men to recrui: his Army,and 
that he has put a Garrifon of 8000 Menot his regu- 
lar Troops into the City of Turin, near which Place 
General Staremberg is encamp’d with the Horfe, and 
the remaining part of the lniantry.

From the Camp at Bifchweiler, Augutt 31. The 
21ft of this Month, Prince Lewis of Baden, having 
left 18 Battallions and 20 Squadrons to guard ihe

Countries, the Horfe by Land, the Foor by Water, 
and accordingly they paried on the 23d from 
Muhlberg near Duchfland. The fame Day the Ene- 
my’s Army, compos’d of 45 Batiailions and 77 Squa- 
drons, including the Palatine Troops, drew ioeviher 
at Lauterbach near Lauterbourg, where Prince Lewis 
of Baden came and join’d them. ihe 25:h, char 
Prince having left the heavy Baggage at Laucerbourg 
and caus’d Bread and’ Oats to be diftributed re his 
Troops for 10 Days, march’d towards Werdc upon 
the Sour, where he arriv’d the 26:h. Marthai Villars 
judging his Defign to be to draw bim towarus the 
DAountain, that he mighr poffels himfelf of che Poft 
of Statmatt, without which he could not cut oft the 
Communication with Fort-Louis, refolv'd to make no 
Alteration in the Difpofition of his Army, and to 
defend the Lines only from Haguenau to the Rhine. 
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Accordingly he fent Orders to the Troops that were 
pofted near Ingweile: and Patfenhoven, to retire on 
the Enemy’s Approach ; and ac che fame —, or- 
dgr'd the heavy Baggage thould be conducte 
Strasbourg. The 27th he recali'd the 
Bourg with the Troops that guarded the Po Son 
Sratmatc, leaving there che Sieur Danlefy with 2 I at- 
talions and Squadrons only, a Force fufficient 
tu put a ftop tothe Encmy, in cate they made any 
Countermarch, becaule they might toon be fuc- 
courd, the King’s Army being {fo near them. 
‘The Night between the 27th and 28th, 
my decamp'd from Weide in 3 Columns, ar- 
riv'd at 9 in the Morning on the mifing Grounds a- 
bout Patfenhoven near the Lines. On Advice whert - 
of Marhhal Villars caus'd 4 Regiments of Dragoons 
ca advance, who were tollowd by che Counc de 
‘Bourg wich the Right Wing of the Cavalry, and 
march’d himfelf chac Way. Mean while the Troops 
that defended the Lines on the other fide of Hague- 
nau, having executed too late the Ofdets that 
had been given them, could not retire withour fome 
Lofs, having had 150 Mea kill'd or taken, among 0- 
thers the Company of Grenadiers of the Regiment 
of Chavx-Mcntsbon. The Enemy partu'd thele 
Troops in ther Revrear, but the Marihal de Viilars 
advancing made them ly, and obligd the Enemy 
to terixe, The 29th Prince Lewis of Baden made his 
whole Army encer within the Lines, and encamp'd 
neat Paflenhoven. The Night following he cauy'd 
bis Army to march towards Haguenau, but Marikal 
de Villars advanc’d neet him on the o.her fide 
of that Place, and causa zit foremoft Troops be 
attack’ by the Marquis 4 Lanion and the Count 
de Chamillare at the Head > che Horfe Piquet. The 
Enemy derach’d fome treth roops, who drove back 
the King’s Huffars. Bur ia’ Villars being come 
up with i2 Squadrons, and «ae Dragoons of the 
Colone} Genera), and of Liftenois, pufh'd them back 
even to their own Army which had haired on the 
Banks of a Rivuler, thar falls into the Moern at 
S -hweighaufen, where they could not be artack’d.
